Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4-7, 9-11, 13-22, 25-27, 30, 31, 38-41, 43, 49- 
55, 59, 61, 63, 64, 77, 83-85, 87-89 and 93-96 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 5-7, 9-11, 13-22, 25-27, 30, 31, are allowable 
over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably suggest the wavelength varying 
element including an element which physically moves the single 
hologram as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claims 38-41, 43, 49-55 and 59 are allowable over the prior 
art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest the step of adjusting the single hologram to 
separately optically process the one of said wavelengths 
differently from others of said wavelengths as set forth in the 
claimed combination. 

Claims 61, 63 and 64. are allowable over the prior art for 
at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest the tuning element, wherein the tuning 
element changes by moving the single hologram as set forth in 
the claimed combination. 

Claims 77 and 83-85 are allowable over the prior art for at 
least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or reasonably

suggest the tuning system comprising an element which 
mechanically rotates the holographic material as set forth in 
the claimed combination. 

Claims 87, 88, 89, 93-96 are allowable over the prior art 
for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest the tuning element operating to change the 
mechanical orientation of the holographic storage element as se 
forth in the claimed combination.
